RIVER PORK BILL WINS, 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., May 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]—While both Illinois senators were 
away from Washington today Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin worked an 
amendment into the river and harbor bill 
which, if enacted into law, not only may 
kill the Dunne waterway plan altogether 
but also restrict the right of the Chicago 
drainage trustees to take more than 
250,000 cubic feet of water a minute 
from Lake Michigan. 

The sanitary canal now uses approx} 
mately twice that amount of water to 
carry the sewage of the city down the 
river and away from the lake water, 
which is thus maintained in purity for 
the use of the people.

WHOLE BILL IS PASSED. 

Following the adoption of the La Fol- 
lette amendment, the rivers and harbors 
bill was passed in the senate by a vote of 
35 to 32. It carries a total of $43,000,000, 
efforts to reduce the amount to $30,000,- 
000 by cutting out the pork having failed. 

Late tonight all the members of the 
Illinois delegation received telegrams of 
protest from the trustees of the Chicago 
sanitary district urging them to bring 
about the defeat of the La Follette 
amendment in conference, in order to 
safeguard the health of the people of the 


PURPOSE OF LA FOLLETTE. 

In discussing Ms amendment in the 
senate this afternoon Senator La Fol- 
lette said it would accomplish two things 
—first, prevent the development of more 
than 9,000 horse power on the Illinois 
river, and, second, prevent the taking 
from Lake Michigan of any more water 
than is now authorized by law. 

He expressed doubt that the [ilinois 
waterway would ever be built if congress 
passes thie provision, because of its re- 
strictions. “In case it is built,” he said,

At a recent conference between the 
aanitary trustees, representatives of 
downstate drainage districts, the state 
administration and the opponents of the 
Dunne plan it was decided to get to- 
gether to work for a deep waterway and 
a better drainage system for Chicago.

He waited near 
the gute and scanned the faces of the 
passengers as they passed by, but saw 
no Indians. When the last person had 
passed through the gate he decided to 
search the coaches, thinking the old chief 
possibly was in ignorance he had reached 
the end of his journey.

The military tent, where all sleep side 
by side, will rank next to the public schoo! 
hmong the great agents of democratiza- 
tion. The civilian training camp move- 
went is the best civic movement for 
Americanism which is now actively man- 
ifeat. 

Our young men need discipline. There 
ean be nothing better for them than guch 
training. It would set them up physically.

Germany Example to U. 8. 

I have not hesitated, and do not now 
hesitate, to condemn Germany where 
Germany’s actions have been wrong, but 
it is folly to blink the fact that in many 
respects Germany furnishes us an ex- 
ample we shall do well to heed, for she 
secures her people good government; or- 
deriy government, and substantial econ- 
omie justice combined with¢high indus- 
trial efficiency. 

Our national government in preparation | 
for universal service should take an in- 
terest in the health and vigor of its citi- 
gens. Such conditions as the lack even 
of statistics on dirths, deaths, and health 
in two-thirds of the states would thereby 
immediately become impossible. The 
government should as a matter of course 
see to it that children are born and reared 
under conditions that make for health 
and a full development of bodily strength. 

National supervision and national aid 
foreducation would supplement the pres- 
ent unequal—and in some states haphaz- 
local effort, The boy who is edu- 
cateé in the one room prairie school may 
tomorrow be the business man of New 
York or the engineer guiding our trains 
across the Rockies.

military service makes us realize that 
each of us is unanimously preparing for 
the children of this whole nation the 
‘Tight conditions of life and proper edu- 
cation, it will have paid all that it costs 
many times over. 

Under a program of all around prepar- 
edness our government would enter a 
new relation to business. jj would rec-. 
ognize that our corporations and busi- 
ness-organizations serve the public and 

give proper wages and proper treatment 
in all. matters to the wage workers in 
time of peace, only if they are well or- 
ganized and prosperous. 

While imposing the obligations for na- 
tional service upon the corporation, the 
government would encourage business. 
The same organization that would make 
for national strength if we were in 
conflict with a foreign foe would give us 
the basis for a more successful’ inter- 
national business struggle in times of 
peace. aes F 


Should Aid Business. 
Victory over the forces of nature, Uke 
Success in business competition with for- 
eign nations, presupposes the same kind 
of proper organizations as is demanded 
by the preparedness movement.

B Cummins of Iowa said today in out- 
lining to Tus CHrcaGo TRIBUND some of 
the graver national probleme. 

“ Uniess in addition to these we have 


citizens who are willing to fight for their 


country because they believe in its in- 


stitutions, recognize its justice, and rev. 
erence its sovereignty, preparedness will 


not be complete. 

“And unless we go ahead steadfastly 
with social legislation which will pro- 
duce such a loyal citizenship, we will 
have missed a very important part of 
preparedness.” 


CHAMPIONS POPULAR RIGHTS. 

The lowa senator has lost nothing from 
his old time championship of popular 
sovereignty and popular rights. These 
rights, he finds, are just as much in need 
of protection today as they ever were. 
and not even the riveting of interest on 
the needs of an army and navy does he 
feel should remove economic industrial 
amd social reform from the horizon of 
the Republican convention in its Ha t- 
form deliberations. 


Emphasis on this phase of the coun- 
try’s immediate needs is one of the most 
striking features of the aggressive cam- 
paign which Senator Cummins has long 
been conducting. But he ise able to in- 
clude in his horizon the international 
problems now before the counmtry—none 
of which he appeara to believe has been 
adequately answered by the present ad- 
ministration.

ASSAILS WILSON POLICIES. 

Citing the results obtained by diplomacy 
when the United States had a much weak- 
er army and navy than today, Mr. Cum- 
mins made it clear that he could not 
countenance a defense of the administra- 
tion’s blunders on the plea that there was 
“little force back of the warning. He 


testified to his confidence in the great 


strength of a sound moral force such as 


the United States had.

| ferred to bitterly as an uninterrupted,

THE BUILDERS. 

There was a time in the United States when men 
of great material achievement were pointed out as 
examples to youth and expressions of national great- 
ness. We were proud of our great merchants, rail- 
road and shipping men, bankers and organizers. 
They captured our imagination as warriors and 


potentates took the popular imagination of Euro- 
peans. They represented power, inspiring ‘accom: | 
plishment, national pride, and individual hope. ; 

This sentiment was crass and undiscriminating. 
De Tocqueville tells of meeting a rustic American 
who had been to Philadelphia, then the national cap- 
ital, to see the sights. The French admirer of our 
democracy said to the American: Of course you 
saw Washington?’ to which the provincial replied, 
indifferently: ‘No, but I saw the richest man in 
the United States!” 

In our own generation we have seen this senti- 
ment veer swiftly from naive admiration to general 
suspicion and ready condemnation. It is hardly too 
much to say that all men of great business power 
and wealth were suspected, if not condemned. This 
was a natural development of the tremendous activ- 
ity which followed the civil war, the enormous 
amassment of wealth, the organization of capital, the 
appearance of the profound evils of poverty, the 
rise of predatory adventurers who, with the aid of 
laws or legal rulings which did not take account of 
the social and economic changes taking place, created 


America, for so many years the indulgent mother, 
turns upon us eyes of sterner questioning and our 
hearts beat with a Tiigher throb at her appeal. 
There may be those who would shirk the price of | 
our heritage, but they do not count. We love ber. 
this mighty land of ours, and the mightier soul of | 
her. We honor her past, ennobled by the blood of 
patriots and the toil of arduous multitudes. We 
wil] try as our fathers tried to pass on to those 
3 who come after an inheritance unclouded and un- 
diminished. : . 

The column of aged men who march today is 
shorter than last year or the years before. But 
spiritually it has-never been more impressive, for 
America is waking once more to its meaning. Citi- 
zenship is service, citizenship is sacrifice, even to 
the last full measure of devotion. That is the 
unending lesson of Memorial day. 


INTOLERABLE INTERFERENCE. 

A certain amount of interruption of American 
trade by England the United States is willing to 
accept. England controls the ocean with her fleet 
and she controls it for the purpose of aiding herself 
and damaging her enemies. That is a part of war. 
It we. were at war and were powerful enough we 
should expect to interfere with trade to our enemies 
wherever we could, under internationa! law. 

England elso controls the cables, and through 
them controls communication between this and con- 
tinental countries.. That, also, the United States has 
to accept to a certain degree. We should ourselves 
expect to censor, in war time, what we considered 
dangerous to the safety of the United States. 
maf Bat there is a point beyond which the English 
cannot go without challenge. We cannot accept 
interference of our trade with the allies of England, 


or with neutral countries. 

The International Manufacturers’ Sales company 
bas reported to the secretary of state that cable- 
- grams about business matters between the United 
States and Russia have been interfered with. It 
has sent as exhibits copies of several cablegrams 
from New York to Russia and to Norway, and from 
Russia to the United States, which have never been 
delivered and concerning which the English govern- 
ment has refused all information. The only possible 
conclusion is that England intends to check and pre 
vent as far as possible the growing trade between the 

United States and Russia. 7 
The English government should be made to realize 
that her control of the cables and her control of the 
ocean depends chiefly on her careful exercise of that 
control. If the United States accepts such inter- 
ruption within international law as is ‘damaging to 
the central powers it does so because it recognizes 
that England has certain duties to herself to per- 
form. By no stretch of the imagination can inter- 
ruption of our trade with Russia be classed as 
necessity of war. It is simply tyranny more dan- 

gerous to England than to the United States. 


BAD AMERICANS. 
Prohibition leaders have begun a campaign which 
* is dangerous to the safety of the country and utterly 
discreditable to themselves. The plan is to pledge 
5,000,000 voters to vote against any party and any 
candidate who does not openly favor national pro- 
hibition, regardless of his views on national defense, 
on foreign policy, and on industrial preparedness. 
“The nation-wide movement for national probi- 
bition,” reads a statement issued by the committee 
of sixty, “furthered by the effort to secure 5,000,- 
000 voters to pledge themselves to vote only for 
such party and candidates as stand committed by 
state and national platform declaration to the 
overthrow of the liquor traffic, is beginning in its 
sweep through the country.” : 
This statement means that 5,000,000 voters will 
be asked to sacrifice every issue, however pressing 
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the one issue of forcing prohibition on this country. 
The seriousness of such a pledge may be gauged 
today, which is Decoration day, when we think 
what it might have meant in 1860 and in 1864. 
Such tactics might have led 5,000,000 voters to 
vote for disunion and for a continuance of human 
Perhaps the issues of this campaign are not 90 
a vital as those of 1861. They are certainly not 
1 much less vital. Prohibition leaders are proposing 
to knife any candidate, however sound his stand 
on the fundamental issues before the country, if he 
does not agree with them. | 
Would they vote for a candidate whose platform 
called for war with Germany or war with England 
just because he showed himself willing to fight the 
“liquor traffic” also? Would they vote for a 
candidate whose two desires were unlimited immi- 
gration of orientals and prohibition? That is what 
such a pledge might easily mean. 
It is asserted that 5,000,000 people in this coun- 
try believe that all intoxicants should be prohib- 
' ited. There are at those figures about 95,000,000 
who do not believe with them. 
If these 5,000,000 are serious they will continue

We believe there is today, thanks to past 
years of criticism, even though that criticism has 
been in some respects unbalanced, a greater sense 
ot public responsibility among men of power and 
exceptional abilities, and happily there is also a 
calmer and more helpful public sentiment toward 
them and their activities. ;

CANCER SIGNS. 


N the “Mortality from Cancer 
Throughout the World,” by Fred- 
erick L. Hoffman we find a reproduc- 
tion of a notice in regard to cancer 
issued by the health department of 

Portsmouth, England: 

1. Cancer in its early stage gives rise 
to no pain or symptom of ill health what- 
ever. (At the time when shooting pains 
manifest themselves in a cancer the dis- 
ente is moderately advanced.) 

2. Nevertheless, in ge eommonest situ- 
} ations, the signs of it in its early stages 
are conspicuously manifest. To witness: 

3. In case of any swelling occurring in 
83 the breast of a woman after 40 years of 
‘age a medical man should at once be con- 
sulted. A large proportion of such swel- 
ling are cancer. 

4. Any pleeding, however trivial, occur- 
ring after the change of life means al- 
most invariably cancer and cancer which 
is then curable. If neglected untill pain 
occurs it means cancer which is almost 
always incurable. 

5. Any irregular bleeding occurring at 
the change of life should invariably be 
submitted to a doctor's investigation. It 
is not the natural method at the oneet of 
the change of life and in a large number 
of cases means commencing cancer. 

6. Any wart or sore occurring spon- 
taneously on the lower lip of a man over 
45 years of age is almost certainly can- 
cer. If removed at once cure is certain.

CRINOLINE MOSQUITO BAR. 

M. H. F. writes: From my own ex- 
perience I find crinoline greatly prefer- 
able to mosquito netting as a bed canopy, 
the mesh being considerably finer. It 
costs but a trifle more. 

“The best way I have found of fasten- 
ing it, both from the standpoint of ef- 
ficiency and economy, is to wind strips of 
soft, worn muslin around the bed posts 
in case of a metal bed, and also around 
the center rod, about a foot and a alf 
or two feet above the mattress, accord- 
ing to the thickness of pillows. Sew 
these firmly. Fold end of crinoline to 
a depth of about a foot more than dis- 
tance between mattress and strips so ae 
to tuck under head of mattress. Face

On getting into bed, draw 
sides of canopy in and tuck under mat- 
tress. 

“These detailed instructions -may 
sound foolish, as the plan is so simpie 
when known, but I have myself, and have 
known many others, who uave tried and 
deen disappointed in the canopy, as*chey 
have hung it over the head of the bed. 
The crinoline (which, by the way, is gen- 
erally a little wider than the so-callea 
mosquito bar) is not wide enough to hang 
over head of bed, leaving openings at 
the corners near the face. A few im- 
prisoned mosquitoes are as bad as a 
horde which have the freedom of the 
room, as they can keep up a continual 
buzzing, which is as bad as their stings 
to many persons. I live where there are 
many mosquitoes, and the merchants 
have not been educated up to a wire net- 
ting that is finer than the standard mesh 
to keep out flies. The result is we have 
millions of mosquitoes every year inside 
our house, but sleep as well as if there 
were none, under our canopies arranged 
as described.“ 

REPLY. 

A crinoline canopy has the advantage of 
having a fine mesh, fine enough to keep 
mosquitoes out. It would not tear as readily 
as mosquito netting. I am afraid that most 
people would object to it as too hot and stuffy.

For he was 
a firm believer in astrology and alchemy.

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DEFRAUDED BY AGENT. 

Chicago, May 22.—(To the Friend of the 
Insured.}—In 1886 I took out a straight 
Ute insurance policy as protection for my 
family, who were then all young. During 
the summer of 1806 I was approached by 
an agent of the company, who proposed 
that I surrender that policy at its then 
surrender value and in its stead take out 
a twenty year endowment policy. He ex- 
piained at length the advantages, privi- 
leges, and options of a twenty year en- 
dowment in such glowing terms that it 
seemed to be a desirable change to make, 
especially as it gave the same protection 
to my family. * 

Believing in the good faith of the agent 
I consented to the change, but after re- 
cciving the new policy, being unfamiliar 
with the wording and phraseology of 
such a document, it was not clear to me, 
and I wrote the agent, asking him to put 
in writing all the privileges, options, etc., 
which he had told me the new policy con- 
tained. The inclosed is his reply, which 
appeared to confirm his statements, as he 
called it a twenty year payment plan. 
and while he had figured to a cent what 
the amounts would be, I sup he had 
based them upon current rates, which 
woulc be an approximation, 

Now, I am informed my policy is a 
“ straight life, the same as I had be- 
force, which if true is a great disappoint- 
ment. I certainly would not have con- 
sented to such a change as that and 
should expect the company to be bound 
by the agent’s statements, for how can 
one deal with the company except 
through an accredited agent? The com- 
pany, however, claims that it is not 
bound by its agent's statements, and the 
courts seem to uphold them. 

The agent's figures are clearly based op 
an endowment. Is it possible that cne 
must employ legal advice in such tran- 
sections? Have I any remedy? The 
twenty payments have been made.

We do not find in the agent’s letter any 
representation that the new policy was an en- 
dowment. On the first page it is stated you 
do not have to continue paying after twenty 
years unless you desire to do so. The last 
‘six words certainly could have no reference 
to an endowment for that period, as premium 
payments necessarily cease when an endow- 
ment matures. 

Apparently you have a twenty year deferred 
dividend policy. There have been many disap- 
pointments on deferred dividend settlements, 
as the estimates of dividends used by agents 
were based on the experience of old policies. 
Dividends on the old policies were swelled by 
forfeitures on lapsed policies, while modern 
polictes are nonforfeitabie. 

The agent's letter gives rosy figures, but it 
ts cautionsly phrased and says according to 
the table — probably a table of estimates. In 
one or two cases, where such a table was au- 
thorized by the company, with no indication 
that the figures given were only estimates, and 
the table was preserved by the insured, the 
company has been required to settle accord- 
ing to the representations made. Except where 
strong evidence has been preserved there is 
small chance of collecting more than the policy 
itself promises.

NO MACHINE GUNS. 

Quincy, III, May 27.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—As the foremost champion of 
„ preparedness,’ the following may be 
of interest to you: 

Under promise that machine gun com- 
panies organized in the national guard 
would be equipped with machine guns by 
the federal government without experise 
to the state, a machine gun company of 
fifty splendid men was enlisted at Quin- 
cy, III., last December. 

This organization was inspected May 
8 by a Heutenant colonel of the regular 
army, who promptly recommended that 
full equipment be issued. 

The following is the reply of the war 
department: 

In connection with the recent inspec- 
tion of the machine gun company of the 
Fifth Illinois national guard, you are 
advised that the supply of machine guns 
on hand is nearly exhausted. 

“Due to unsettled conditions on the 
Mexican border and in order that the re- 
maining guns may be available for issue 
to troops now in Mexico and to provide 
for replacing those guns now in the hands 
of troops that may become unservice- 
able, the secretary of war has directed 
that no further issues of machine guns 
be made. 

“In view of the possibility that ma- 
chine gun equipment may not be avail- 
able for issue during the present year, it 
is requested that the state express its 
wishes concerning the machine gun com- 
pany of the Fifth infantry on the fol- 
lowing: 

fa] The continuance of the organi- 
zation as such, equipment to be supplied 
as soon as available. 

“ fb] The discontinuance of the organ- 
ization with a view to reorganization 
when machine gun equipment becomes 
available. 

By order of the secretary of war.“ 

Further comment is hardly necessary.

Map Shows His Advantage. 

Looking at his map, he sees that beyond

The run is fordable almost anywhere, 
To the west. of the road, about 100 yards 
from the bridge, there is a farm house 
with an orchard back of it, and the whole 
surrounded by a hedge.

Text of Canal Clause. 


Following is the section of the bill re- 
ferring to the Illinois waterway as 
changed by the La Follette amendment:

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PROTEST SENT BY CHICAGO. 


Trustees Dailey, Paullin, and Clark of 
the Chicago sanitary district and E. D. 
Adcock, counsel for the district, yesterday 
sent to all members of the Illinois delega- 
tion in congress the following telegram: 

We are advised that the senate today 
passed the rivers and harbors bill, with 
an amendment introduced by Senator La 
Follette providing for the limitation of 
the flow of the drainage channel to 250,000 
cubic feet of water per minute. 

This will have a mostdisastrous effect 
upon the people of Chicago, almost half 
the population of the state. It will pro- 
duce the disease epidemics that existed 
prior to the opening of the channel, when 
the death rate from typhoid fever alone 
at certain times approximated 166 per 
100,000 of population per year; whereas 
now the death rate from typhoid fever 
is less than eight per 100,000. 


No Other Protection Possible. 
There is no way that the water supply 
of Chicago can be protected for the people

From outer dark- 
ness he stepped unheralded into the case 
to set it topsyturvy with a dozen new enig- 
mas and sphinx riddles. . 


He Tells Two Stories. 

The mystery man first told James H. 
Wilkerson, senior counsel for Orpet, that 
his cousin, Clara Kramer, had heard Ma- 
rion Lambert threaten to kill herself and 
even had knocked poison out of the girl's 
hand. 

A few days later he told State’s Attor- 
ney Dady a story meant to aid the prose- 
cution—a story in which from beginning 
to end no mention was made of Clara 
Kramer, 

For all the detectives, investigators, 
lawyers, and reporters who with blood- 
hound noses have followed her trail, 
Clara Kramer has not been found. There 
are those who have begun to wonder 
whether che is not a myth. 


Hartman Vanishes. 

With the dream woman apparently 
faded into thin air, Hartman has disap- 
peared. Lawyers for the defense hint 
that State’s Attorney Dady has him se- 
questered in sohe secret nook about 
Waukegan to await his appearance aga 
surprise witness on the stand. . 

Hartman wamidentified as the stranger 
who was ushered into the Waukegan jal! 
last Saturday to see Orpet. Sheriff Grit- 
fin took the man to the floor on which 
Orpet was confined. Orpet was called to 
the bars. Hartman said, “ Good morn- 
ing.“ with a breezy air. Orpet looked 
at him blankly. The boy told his lawyers 
later he never had seen the man before. 


He Identifies Orpet. 

But—and this is the funny part of it 
all—Hartman identified Orpet! 

He identified him. But where had he 
geen him before? That is not the least 
perplexing of the Hartman enigmas. 

The identification of Orpet by Hartman 
suggested that Hartman might have 
claimed to be an eyewitness of the 
Helm’s wood tragedy in which Marion 
Lambert died of cyanide of potassium 
the snow at Orpet's feet.

WRIT MENACES 
PRESS FREEDOM 


Strike Inj unction by Judge 
Baldwin Appears to 
b Liberties 


Judge Jesse A. Baldwin, in a “ mat- 
ter of great emergency,“ yesterday is- 
sued a temporary injunction against 
some two hundred men involved in a 
strike. Slipped into the middle of the 
list of 200 were the names of two Polish 
editors. The injunction, as it stands, 
would deprive them of the right of free 
speech in connection with the small 
newspaper they are conducting. A re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE called this fact 
to the atterition of Judge Baldwin yes- 
terday afternoon. 


“ Attorneys who presented the injunc- ids. 


tion to me for signature failed to make 
reference to the editors, and THE Tan- 
UNzE’s informal action in bringing the 
matter before me is the first I heard of 
it,” said Judge Baldwin. : 

It was a temporary injunction, asked 
for in a special emergency. If either 
side involved in the strike formally calls 
my attention to it, portions of the docu- 
ment affecting the editors will be modi- 
fled at once, 

“TIT had no intention of enjoining any 
newspaper from publishing any article 
written in an orderly manner. There 
were 200 or more names in the bill. The 
injunction was issued by me in haste 
after representations had been made 
that very great haste was necessary. 

However, I told the atorney at the 
time that I reserved the right to mod- 
ify any part of the injunction within 
twenty-four hours’ notice,”

The injunction in question was drawn 
up by Lewis H. Jacobson, attorney for 
seventeen tanning companies concerned 
m the strike of tannery workers. Prima- 
rily, the injunction restrains members of 
the tannery workers’ union from in any 
way interfering with the business of the 
complainants,” even to the point of pick- 
eting, inducing nonunion employés to re- 
fuse to work, or “ watching or spying 
upon the complainants’ places of busi 

A long list of the names of strikers E- 
pears in the document. Among them, lo- 
cated unobtrusively near the end of the 
list, are the names of M. Sokolowski and 
S. Zmllewski, respectively editor and 
manager of 4 Polish newspaper published 
on the northwest side. Neither is a 
striker. After the strike\was started 
the paper published a number of articles 
favorable to the strikers’ side of the con- 
troversy. 

Terms Injunction. 

According to the terms of the injunc- 
tion the two newspaper men, both in- 
dividually and as editor and manager of 
the Polish People’s Publishing com- 
pany.” are “ strictly commanded . . 
to absolute desist and refrain 
from doing anything which subjects any 
of the complainants’ émployés to hatred, 
criticism, censure, scorn, disgrace, or 
annoyance because of their employment 
by the complainants.” 

„It means that the editor cannot say 
anything whatever in his paper which 
might be construed as criticism of the 
nonunion tannery workers or as causing 
them annoyance,”” Emmett Flood. organ- 
wer for the American Federation of 
Labor, said. The constitutional right 
of free speech and freedom of the press 
is entirely set aside by the injunction.”

EASTLAND BOOED 
ON ITS LAST TRIP 


Judge Baldwin Says He Is 
Willing to Modify 
Injunction. 


The steamer Bastland made its last trip 
yesterday. 

The old lake excursion boat which 
heeled over at its dock in the river and 
carried 812 persons to their doom on July 
24 last was towed to South Chicago to be 
converted into a training ship for the Illi- 
nois naval reserves. When it returns the 
name Eastland will have been wiped from 
its prow, and a new one substituted. What 
this will be has not yet been determined. 


Bridge Crowds Jeer. 
It was a fitting day for the final trip and

} Boers were crossing the bridges to the 


north side that the white hulk loomed 
through the murk of the north branch of 
the river in tow of the tugs Iowa and 
Gary. As the boats drew closer the 
crowds held on the abuttments of the 
Fifth avenue bridge by the opened draw 
made out the black letters against the 
white prow: “ Eastland.” 

Immediately a jeering aroee. 

“Take ‘er out into the lake and sink 
er!“ shouted one man. This remark was 
greeted with cheers. 

“Blow er up! Scuttle’er! Put her at 
the bottom where she put her passen- 
gers!” shouted others. | 

Crew Like Ghosts. 

The crews on the tugs made no reply 
and the few deck hands aboard the 
steamer seemed uncertain as to what to 
do. They appeared through the drizzle 
to be a sort of ghost crew, ashamed to 
be caught aboard scuh a craft. One 
started to wave his cap, but a companion 
caught his arm, and the crowd, seeing 
the movement, sent up another roar of 
derision. ‘ 

The noise tWought the employés 
Reid, Murdoch & Co.—the firm whose 
storerooms were transformed into a tem- 
porary hospital and morgue for the hun- 
deds of victims—to the windows, and 
they, too, joined in the jeering. Crowds 
of several hundred persons each greeted 
the boat as it pased through the draws 
at Clark, Dearborn, State, and Rus 
streets, and many stood in the rain and 
watched until it disappeared in the mist.

“From 38 to 45 per cent of all drugs 
are sold in drug stores by men who have 
not been educated as pharmacists. Many 
persons are killed annually by ignorance 
and carelessness in compounding. The 
drug trade today is in a terrible condi-

Mandabach, secretary of the National 
Association of Drug Clerks, 400 members 
of which meet at the Hote! Sherman on 
Thursday to start a campaign for a na- 
tional standard in the retail drug trade 
and for the education of the public. 

“The supervision of drug stores has 
broken down under the state boards of 
pharmacy,” said Mr. Mandabach. 
Thore are not enough inspectors. Ig- 
norance and corruption are everywhere.”

May Visit Summer Resorts Where 
Supply Is Contaminated. 
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For the benefit of Chicago vacation- 
ists who may be sojourning at places 
where there may be good reasons for 
suspecting the safety of the water sup- 
ply, the health department ‘laboratory 
has prepared in convenient form calcium 
hypochlorite tablets, containing twenty 
to thirty milligrams of available chlorine 
per tablet. The tablets are preserved in 
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One tablet is crushed between the 
fingers in one quart of water in an ordi- 
nary mason jar, which should be sealed 
with an air tight cap. The jar is then 
shaken, contemts allowed tb settle, and 
should be stored in a cool, dark place. 
This is the stock solution and under aver- 
age conditions will last abotit one week, 
after which it should be renewed. 

To prepare water for drinking, say 
the directions, take one teaspoonful of 
the clear stock solution, avoiding the

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sediment, to one eight ounce glass of 
drinking water; allow it to stand for 
fifteen minutes, when it is 
dr'nking and will. be safe. If it is sus- 
pected that the water is heavily polluted,
